FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


In the Senate, on the 7th, Mr. Beck gave no- 
ticé that he would on next Tuesday call up his 
bill to substitute coin certerficates for gold 
and silver certificates, and would reply to 
Senator Sherman's remarks of yesterday. The 
House provision in the Urgency Deficiency 
bill, requiring the publle printer to rigidly 
enforce the provisions of the Ejgbt- 
hour law was stricken out...... In the 
House the bill appropriating $50,000 for a pub- 
lic building at Sedalia, Mo., was passed. The 
bill to divide the Great Sioux Indian Reserva- 
tion and for allotment to Indians in severalty 
was agreed to. 

In the Senate on the 8th a petiiioa bearing one 
hundred and twenty thousand signatures from 
thirty-three States and Territories against the 
admission of Utah to Statehood so long as its 
people are under Mormon rule was received 


and referred. The Dependent Pension 
bill was taken up and after sev- 
eral amendments had been discussed 
and rejected, the bill was passed— 
yeas, 44; nays,16........

LATE advices from China give a de- 
scription of awful earthquakes in the 
Province of Younan on December 15 and 
16. In some places the entire topography 
of the country was changed, large tracts 
of land being swallowed up and _ the 
surface converted into a lake. 
In the departmental city of Ching Chan 
over five thousand persons were killed by 
fal ing buildings, while the number injured 
was beyond computation. In Lochan 
more than ten thousand souls are said to 
have perishsd. 

OPINION in Canada is rapidly crystaliz- 
ing against the toleration of bucket shops. 

Two EMPLOYES of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company were killed and two 
others seriously injured in a collision be- 
tween freight and passenger trains near 
Huntington, Pa., on the 12th.

THE “Q” STRIKE. 


The Case of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Against the Wabash Decided by 
Judge Gresham in favor of the Wabash, 
Which is a Point in Favor of the Strikers. 
Caicaco, March 13.—There was an im- 

mense crowd in Judge Gresham’s court 

‘yesterday afternoon when the case of 

the Burlington against the Wabash was 

resumed. Before the reply of the latter 
road was presented, the general manager 
filed an affidavit incorporating a dispatch 
sexe by Chiof Arthur to M, B. Burnham, 

a member of the grievances committee at 

Omaha, instructing him to see toit that 

| no cars of the “Q’’ were hauled. 

Other affidavits bearing upon the al- 
leged refusal of the Wabash to carry the 
Burlington’s freight were fied, and then 
the reply of Receiver McNulta was 
placed before the court. It was 
alengthy document. He alluded to the 
circumstances under which the strike was 
inaugurated on February 27, and went on 
to sav that since then, gradually but slow- 
ly, the road had gone into partial opsra- 
tion, and in so doin: had substantially 
employed all the competent locomotive 
engineers out of employment, who were 
not members of the Brotherhood; that the 
Wabash had no quarre! with its engi- 
neers, and being solicitous to keep up 
uninterrepted communications on his 
road, hal temporarily on the 7th instant 
issued instruct ons for non-intercourse 
with the petitioner. The instructions he 
sent to Hannibal were that n> “Q” freight 
could be handled except it was placed on 
Wabash cars and taken the same as local 
freight, but no Buclington cars would be 
handled. Similar instructions were sent 
to Wabash azents at Quincey, Hannibal 
and Chapin. Deemine these orders no 
longer necessary, the respondent had re- 
scinded them on the 10th inst., when he 
promulgated the following: “All orders 
and directions heretofore given by me, or 
by any officer or agent of this road, which 
have been understood as limiting the in- 
terchange of cars or traffic with the Chi- 
cago, Bur'ington & Quincy railroad, or 
any of the roads in that system, are here- 
by rescinded.” 

The receiver 





further insisted that he 
had no business transactions, communi- 
cations or conversation with any one 
nvon the cond:eh of the Wabash road, 
except wt cfficers and employes, and 
that he had not been acting under the 
morsel duress of P. M. Arthur or any one 
else acting under h's direction, Further- 
more, he dt not believe that the peti- 
tioner commenced this proceeding with 


any serious idea of resum- 
ing traffic with the respondent, 
becanse, that was insignificant 


and znimportant, but that if a strike oc- 
curred on the Wabash by reason of its 
taking Burlington freight the latter road 
would have the advantage, as it had a 
number of engineers to run its engines, 
while the Wabash would be practically 
unable to do any business. In view of 
the fact that the Wabash was a compet- 
ing line with the Burlington for business, 
it was to its interest to cripple the road 
under control of the court, if that was 
possible, and thus make up in part for the 
losses occasioned to it by the present 
strike, by getting alarge share of the 
Wabash business. 

When the answer had been read there 
wads a flutter of excitement about the 
court-room, because it was apparent that 
the reply was rather unexpected in the 
shape it had ecms, and it quite took the 
wind out of the sails of the other side. 


After much argument, in which 
Judge Gresham ant Messrs. Lincoln, 
Dexter and Crawford took part, 


Jud re Grasham decared that he could 
punish no one unless he had interfored 
withthe receiver. He would, he said, 
upon the face of the arguments, be com- 
pelled to dismiss the proceedings; but 
before filing a formal decision be would 
look up the jaw and decisions treating of 
the subject. 

The Brotherhood men in attendance 
were greatly elated over the Judge’s re- 
marks, while the counsel and officials of 
the Burlington appeared to be correspond- 
ingly depressed.

COLOSSAL WRECK. 


Wreek on the Pennsylvania Railroad In- 
volving %75.000 Loss and the Killing 
and Tnjury of Several Persons. 

ALTOO ‘A, PaA., March 12.—Passenger 
train No. 9 onthe Pennsylvania railroad 
collided witha heavy freight train near 
Huntingdon at three o’clock this morning, 
and both trains were wrecked. Robert 
Gardner, engineer, and Fireman Mowry, 
Loth of the passenger train, were instant- 
ly killed, aud two others, a freight brake- 








man and a Pullman passenger whose 
names coud not be learned, were quite 
seriously hurt. The other passengers 


escajed with a severe shaking-up. 

The freight train had jumped the track, 
and before the flazman e uld cet back to 
notify the passenger train the collision 
occurred. <A severe storm was raging in 
the mountains and the crew on the freight 
train wa: almost frozen. The wires are 
all down and particulars of the accident 
are meager. ‘Trains were delayed several 
hours. 

A later dispatch says the express, 
which was coming west, was behind time, 
and was running at the rate of forty-five 
miles an hour. ‘The collision was terrific. 
Three Pullinan cars were wrecked and 
three passenzers were injured, but their 
names could not be learned. Gardner, 
the dead engineer, resided at Harrisburg. 
Mowry, his fireman, | ved at Altoona. 
The accident oceurred at “Nigger’s Gap,” 
a rough part of the road, about forty 
miles east of Altoona. 

The brakeman on the freight, Ernest V. 
Moyer, of Harrisburg, 1s the third death 
reported from the wreck. The injured 
wi'l be brought to Altoona. The wreck is 
simply colossal. All trains east and 
west are now ten hours late, and none 
can vet through before evening. There 
are sixt-three passengers on the Western 
train, and the tracks are lined with de- 
tained trains. The wreck crews from 
Miffin, Huntingdon, Tvrone and Altoona 
are at the scene of disaster. 

The Western mail express train reached 
Altoona at one o’clock. Passengers re- 
port the complete wrecsx of the first 
sieeper, and the second partly, but every - 
body safe bevond three in the first 
couch, Who were ssriously injured. The 
wreck involves an estimated loss of 





$75,000.

cussing the Probable Future Course oi 

Germany—The Empe.or Surprises Folks 

by His Apparent Robustness—Prepara- 

tions for the Funeral o/ the Dead Katser 

—Corn Flowers in Demand. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The Russian and 
the French newspapers devote more 
space than those of any other nation to 
speculations upon the probable future 
course of Germany. The St. Petersburg 
press is especially active in this particu- 
lar. The opinion in that capital proves 
to be that if Frederick lives for any 
reasonabdle length of time, there will be a 
marked change in German policy, and 
one favorable to Russia and her schemes, 
Frederick is believed by the Russians to 
be opposed to Prince Bismarck’s scheme 
of alliance against the Czar. It is felt 
that even if the illness of the Emperor 
deprives him of the energy or prestige re 
quired to overthrow Bismarck’s ascend- 
ancy, his wishes will ba sufficient to pre- 
vent any warlike action, and matters will 
remain stationary. 

The Emperor, upon entering the Schloss 
at Charlottenburg, surprised the attend- 
ants by the erectness of his bearing and 
the lightness of his step. He bore the ap- 
pearance of a man in good health. He 
stood for a moment at the entrance to 
shake hands with Sir Edwa'd Malet, the 
British Ambassador, who was the only 
stranger present. He then threw open 
his military overcoat and ascended the 
stairway witha firm tread. The officers 
present were no less deligited than sur- 
prised, and did not conceal their gratifi- 
cation. If the Emperor was plavinga 
part, he carried out the role to perfection.

His manifestation of 
strength creates general skepticism as to 
the truth of the medical bulletins issued 
while His Majesty was at San Ramo. 

BERLIN, March 13.—Deputations from 
allthe regiments gathered in the wide 
space around Frederick the Great’s mon- 
ument with their lanners, and swore 
fidelity tothe ‘Kcenig and Kaiser Fried- 
rich dem Dritten.” The Crown Prince 
took the oath with the second reciment 
of the guards. He looked remarkably 
pale and worn, due to the exciting events 
of the past three weeks. The question 
has arisen whether the Landtag may ac- 
cept Emperor Frederick’s written oath 
instead of his personal oath spoken in an 
audible voice as prescribed by the consti- 
tution. 

Windows of residences along the route 
of the funeral are being offered for the use 
of spectators at fabu'ous prices. In one 
case the use of a single window was sold 
for $300. Tens of thousands of persons 
are wearing imitation cornflowers, the 
favorite flower of the dead monarch, en- 
veloped incrape. The flowers are being 
sold on the streets. 

A veteran soldier, talking on atram 
car of the events connected with the Em- 
peror’s death, fell dead from excitement. 
A coroner’s jury returned a verdict that 
the soldier died from a broken heart. 

Though the weather is bad. many 
thousands of persons of all classes visited 
the palace yesterday. Special services 
were held in all the churches and were 
attended by immense throngs, 

A tent-shaped pavilion, hung with 
black cloth, has been erected at Charlot- 
tenburg, through which Emperor Freder- 
ick, on alighting from the train, will pass 
direct to his carriage, which will convey 
him tothe Charlottenburg Schloss. By 
the request of the Emperor there will be 
no reception of any kind at the station. 
The carriages of the Emperor and his 
party on their way tothe Castle will be 
preceded by a detachment of guard corps, 
A grand requiem review will be held in 
the cathedral on Friday. The remains 
will be conveyed during the night 
following to the Charlottenburg mauso- 
leum. 

The services in the cathedral will con- 
sist of full state ceremonies. All the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag and Landtag will 
be in attendance. 

Accounts received by the members of 
the court circle concerning the meeting 
between Emperor Frederick and King 
Humbert at San Pier d’Arena Friday 
represents King Humbert as bein’ struck 
by the ghastly aspect of the Emporor. 
After the departure of the Im: eral train 
King Humbert covered his face with his 
handkerchief and said several times: 
“He is ill; ah, very ill.”

WORSE THAN SLAVERY. 


Shocking Developments of Intbuman 
Treatment of Convicts at the Coal Hill 
Convict Camp in Arkansas. 

Fort Smitn, Ark., March 13.—The 
startling developments brought to tight 
at Coal H'l!, in the case of Williams, the 
negro convict whipped to death, served to 
bring out the most revo't ng details of 
cruelty and death ainong the convicts. 
Suspicions were aroused by the develop- 
ments in the Williams’ case that others 
had suffered a like death Mose Harvey, 
a white man aged thicty-tive, died on the 
9th inst. . 

The coroner had the body examine 
and found it in a terrible condition witl 
the marks of kicks and bruises. The 
stomach was torn open 
hanging out and unment onabie injury 
had been mads. It was d>voloped at the 
inquest that Warden Gi. afford, the same 
who whipped Willi ams to death, was in 
the habit of making the prisoners fizht. 
He had put a convict nam-d Mat Bail-y 
upto giving Ha:vey, who was asmall, 
weak man a beating and stood by urging 
him to kick and beat his victim until he 
was senseless. The guards were all 
afraid to testify. 

The body of Mark Elder was exhumed 
and found terribly blackened, and it was 
also found that there were whip gashes 
on his back as deep as a man’s finger. The 
jury could not determine if the wounds 
caused death, but think it highly proba- 
ble. A number of ; prisoners testified, 
upon being assured ‘that they would be 
kept from punishment. 

It was also developed that a prisoner 
named Hummel was tied up toa post in 
the mines last summer and beaten to 
death by the brutal warden.

OUR COLORED CITIZEN. 


FACTS AND FIGURES SHOWING HIS 
RAPID ADVANCE. 


The National Colored Exposition at At- 
lanta—Its Buildings and Prospects—Our 
Rich Negroes—Many Colored Croassuses 
and Many Millionaires—Other Matters. 


(Special Correspondence. ] 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—By the census 
of 188U there were 6,500,000 colored peo- 
ple in the United States. This showed 
an increase of more than 34 per cent. over 
the census of 1870. According to the 
same ratio, there must now be in this 
country nearly 8,000,000 of colored people, 
and by 1890 the number will have risen 
to 9,000,000, or fully one-seventh of our 
whole population. 

The colored man has been rapidly ad- 
vancing. His desire for education and 
culture has increased rather than dimin- 
ished since the abolition of slavery. ‘lhe 
New Orleans exposition showed a re- 
markable progress in nearly every branch 
of industry and in some branches of art. 
The colored exhibit at Jacksonville was 
much admired by President Cleveland, 
and both Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland showed 
their surprise at the advancement of the 
colored citizen. This was during the 
Florida tour, a week or so ago, and the 
president said he would remember the 
colored men in their national exposition, 
‘The National Colored exposition is now 
before congress, and the Colored World’s 
Fair association, as it is called, has asked 
? : for $600,000, and 

some of the lead- 
ers of the move- 
ment tell me that 
they expect to get 
an appropriation 
of $400,000. The 
exposition is to 
begin next No- 
vember and is to 
last three months. 
It is to be held in 
~Atlanta, which is 
one of the central 
points of the black 
belt of the United 
States. Three 
million colored

people live within a radius of 350 miles 
of that city, and the exposition will in- 


clude everything made, invented or 
worked by colored men. It will have 
works of art, field products, manufactures, 
machinery and all other articles raised, 
fabricated, produced or owned by colored 
people throughout the United States. A 
governmental exposition will probably be 
added, and it is designed to cultivate and 
stimulate the arts and trades among the 
colored people, and to show the world 
what they are doing. Ex-Minister John 
M. Langston told me the other day that a 
movement would be inaugurated to make 
jt an international exposition, and that 
the West Indies would be called upon to 
furnish an exhibit, and that all the col- 
ored peoples of the western continent 
would be asked to contribute to it. 

Both Henry W. Grady and Governor 
John B. Gordon have expressed them- 
selves in favor of the exposition, and At- 
lanta has given the use of its park and ex- 
position building for it. In addition to 
this,fother buildings are now being erected, 
and there will be more than ten acres of 
buildings, while the park in which the 
exposition is to be located covers two hun- 
dred acres of ground. The main exposi- 
tion building is one of the finest exposi- 
tion buildings in the United States, and 
Mr. Philip Joseph, the director general of 
the exposition, who is here at Washing- 
ton, gives me some data in regard to the 
buildings now going up. 

“The buildings,’’ said he, ‘‘will be 
grouped around the lower end of the race 
track. The grand stand is located near 
the main entrance to the grounds and 
next to the city. Just below this begin 
the stalls for cattle, sheep, goats and hogs. 
Yhis will be four stalls deep, and will 
comprise over 400 separate stalls. Every 
tenth stall is being made of unusual size 
to accommodate extra fine or dangerous 
animals. The poultry building will con- 
tain 2,000 coops. The Agricultural and 
Machinery hall is at right angles to the 
main building, and this is 650 feet long. 
The main building covers nearly two acres 
ef ground, and it is two storjes high. 
These buildings were completed about 
four months ago, and are now ready for 
the reception of exhibits. Here is a 
sketch of the Horticultural hall, which is 
thirty feet wide and 100 feet long, and it 
is to be made of iron and glass. Then we 
expect to have a Music hall, seating 3,500 
persons, and with stage accommodations 
for 100, and to add an annex to the main 
bnilding. These buildings are so located 
that you can enter the further end of the 
main exposition building, and walk 
through a solid half mile of displays, end- 
ing up at the grand stand, where the races 
are going on. 

*‘A new hotel is to be constructed just 
outside of the grounds for the use of col- 
ored people, and this will solve a problem 
which always comes up in such cases. A 
picture of this hotel was shown to the 
congressional committee having the matter 
in charge. Itis three stories high, and 
covers about three quarters of an acre. 
It will accommodate 800 guests, and will 
have 240 feet front, with a wing extend- 
ing back 140 feet.”’ 
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MAIN EXPOSITION BUILDING, 


Mr. Philip Joseph, the director general 
of this national exposition, is an Alabama 
man, and he was in charge of the Alabama, 
colored exhibit at the New Orleans ex- 
position. Me is a bright fellow, about 
85 years old, is well educated, speaking 
French and spauisn, ana he has been 
something of a Republican politician 
among his people in the south, He has 
not been very fortunate in polities, how- 
ever. He was nominated twice for con- 
gress, and defeated, and was appointed 
postmaster of Mobile, Ala., by Garfield 
the day before Guitean shot him, On 
gecount of the tronble following this he 
was not commissioned, and President 
Arthur offered him a collectorship of in- 
ternal revenue for Alabama, but he de- 
clined. 

He is especially well posted on the 
status of the colored people of the United 
tutes, and he has lately received inufor- 
mation from the various states of the 
Vnion as to the progress ef the colored 
people in them. He got this information 
by sending out circnlars to the leading 
colored men of these states, and by gener- 
el izivg their ans «rs. 








“The advance which the colored people 
of the United States have made in the last 
twenty years,” said he, ‘‘is astonishing. 
They own farms, mills, mines, shops, 
stores, printing presses, patents, manu- 
facturing establishments, vessels, hotels, 
ranches, stock and orange groves. They 
are traders, brokers, printers, farmers 
and speculators. They are editors, doc- 
tors, lawyers and merchants.”’ 

‘*Particularize,’’ said I. 

“Tt iseasy todo so. In Louisiana the 
colored people pay 25 per cent. of all the 
taxes, in Georgia their property amounts 
to $8,000,000, in South Carolina $10,000, - 
000, in Alabama $12,000,000 and in the 
United States $250,000,000. In Louisiana 
the colored citizens have sugar, dry goods, 
groceries and other establishments. 
Private fortunes among them range from 
$20,000 to $1,000,000. Mercer Bros., of 
New Orleans, carry a clothing stock of 
$300,000, and their dry goods. stock 
amounts to $200,000. There is a colored 
levee contractor named Allain, who em- 
ploys hundreds of whites as well as blacks. 
The Pickwick club building of New Or- 
leans, which is the ‘swell’ club of that 
city. was built by colored mechanics. 
Colored men own a new building on Canal 
street, in New Orleans, which cost $190,- 
060. It was built by colored mechanies.’”’ 

“HW @ .bont Alabama?”’ 

“Th ®& are many rich colored men in 
Alabama. They have made some money 
out of the rise in property about Birming- 
ham, and all over the state they are ad- 
vancing. Samuel W. Lowry, of Hunts- 
ville, was awarded the first prize at the 
Louisville exposition on silk cocoons and 
raw silk over seven exhibitors, one of 
whom was the exhibitor of silk cocoons 
raised in France. This man recently 
bought sixty acres of land near Birming- 
ham, and he has shown that the climate 
of central and northern Alabama is 
adapted to the mulberry tree. He pro- 
poses to establish a loom and 1,000,000 
cocoons on his property at Birmingham. 
In Selma colored men manufacture car- 
riages, wagons and buggies, and they do 
an extensive blacksmith and wheelwright 
business. Philip King, of Montgomery, 
is acolored bridge builder. He planned 
and constructed the bridge across the 
Chattahoochee at Columbus, Ga., and 
another at Eufaula, Ala. James 
Hale, of Montgomery, is a_ con- 
tractor and builder, and he owns $75,- 
000 worth of real estate. Fowlkes and 
Robinson are two colored men who own a 
coal mine at Birmingham, and another 
colored man, Alfred Billingsly, of Mont- 
gomery, has refused $500,000 for his real 
estate in Birmingham. Maura, another 
colored man, has property in that city 
valued at $1,000,000. The largest tin 
factory in Alabama is owned, and worked 
with colored help, by F. Gomez & Sons, 
colored men, of Mobile, and this firm 
owns real estate valued at $100,000. Mrs. 
H. White, of Mobile, a colored woman, is 
worth $40,000. A. Armant is a steam- 
boat boiler maker of that city. Felix 
Andre, of Mobile, is a contractor and 
builder who employs colored help only 
and does a good business.”’ 

‘“‘How about Georgia?” 

‘*You have heard of Mrs. Amanda Eu- 
banks. She is worth $400,000. Elbert 
Head, of Americus, Ga., is a colored 
farmer worth $80,000. Jacob McKinley, 
of Atlanta, Ga., is a merchant, real estate 
owner, a dealer in coal and wood and the 
proprietor of a grocery store and a brick- 
yard. The colored students of the Clark 
university, at Atlanta, have an industrial 
department, and they manufacture and

sella number of handsome buggies and 
carriages. W. J. White, of Augusta, 
owns and manages a big job printing es- 
tablishment. Henry E. Osborn does a 
large saddle and harness making business, 
and Robert R. Beatty makes wagons and 
carriages on a large scale. 

“I get the same information from all 
over the south,’’ Mr. Joseph went on. 
‘There are nineteen colored citizens of 
Baltimore who are estimated to be worth, 
all told, $1,000,000. Joseph Thomas, a 
stevedore, has valuable real estate, and 
recently had deposited to his credit at one 
bank at one time $80,000. He made his 
fortune through shipments in the South 
American trade. William N. Butler, of 
Annapolis, owns three farms and rents 
out fifty houses. Robert Henry owns sev- 
eral vessels, and is one of the largest tax 
payers of his county.” 

“In South Carolina the negroes own 
about $6,000,000 in town and city prop- 
erty, and $4,000,000 in farms and live 
stock. In the savings bank of Charles- 
town there are $125,000 to the credit of 
colored depositors. In North Carolina the 
colored citizens have one of the best agri- 
cultural state fair societies of the Union. 

‘In Texas the colored citizens pav taxes 
on $6,000,000 worth of property, and the 
Lincoln family of Dallas, }°x., have 
lately come into possession of ¥-3,000,000, 
giving them $8,000,000 apiece. 

“There are many rich colored men if 
Chattanooga, Tenn. In Nashville they 
own and operate a broom factory. Ir 
Arkansas they have ten weekly newspa- 
pers and several seminaries for advanced 
scholars. In Florida, the colored citizens 
of Jacksonville alone own $1,000,00€ 
worth of property. They are buying 
homes and planting orange groves 
throughout the state.’’ 

‘*Tell me something of the rich colored 
men of the north.”’ 

Mr. Joseph replied: 

‘“The colored man of the north has done 
even better than he of the south, and he 
has shown himself able to compete with 
the white man on his own ground. In 
Marysville, Cal., twelve colored citizens 
own ranches which are worth altogether 
$180,000, and they have good bank ac- 
counts besides. In Missouri there are 
twenty-seven colored citizens whose prop- 
erties range from $20,000 to $500,000, and 
who are altogether worth $1,000,000, A. 
G, White, of St, Lonis, a noted purveyor, 
lost one fortune, and is now worth $30,- 
000. In Kentucky colored men own 
200,000 acres of land, 8,000 town Jots, and 
52,000 hel of stock, The value of their 
property is estimated at $4,000,000. 

“In eight counties of Iowa colored men 
own property worth $750,000, and in New 
York city colored citizens own $6,000,000 
worth of property. Dr. White, of the 
Brookiyn board of education, is a drng- 
gist who js said to do a business of $200,- 
000 a year. <A colored woman is the pro- 
prietor of the Kenmore house at Albany, 
and the Wormley boys have one of the 
besi hotels of Washington city. ‘Their 





father died a year or so ago, leaving them 


over $100,000. 

“There are from thirty to forty rich col- 
ored men in Washington, and they un- 
doubtedly own more than $1,000,000 
worth of property. In Philadelphia there 
are plenty of rich colored men, and they 
have succeeded well as real estate dealers, 
coal merchants, expressmen, and as deal- 
ers in crockery, china, flour and furniture. 
John McKee, of Philadelphia, is said to 
own 400 houses, and his assets are more 
than $500,000. Less than 100 colored men 
of Philadelphia own over $3,000,000. In 
Chicago there are a number of colored 
firms who have capital ranging from $15,- 
000 to $40,000, and Richard Grant and 
Mrs. John Jones, of that city, are each 
estimated to be worth more than $70.000. 
Colored men are manufacturing cloth in 
New Jersey, and in Michigan they own 
lumber mills. In Minnesota there are 
6,000 of a colored population, and this 
number own $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty.” 

















PROPOSED HOTEL FOR COLORED PEOPLE. 


‘‘How about professional colored men?”’ 

“‘Well,*’ continued the colored statisti- 
cian, ‘‘A. Mills, of Duluth, has patented 
an elevator door, and his check is good 
for three times $100,000. S. R. Scrolton, 
a colored man, of New York, is the in- 
ventor of the triple mirror. and Professor 
G. T. Wood, of Columbus, O., has a new 
system of telegraphing, by means of 
which the railway dispatcher can note the 
position of any train on the route at a 
glance, and can telegraph to and from the 
train while it is in motion. Elijah Mc- 
Coy, of Detroit, has twenty-eight patents 
on steam engines and railway attach- 
ments. And so it goes on. In Chicago 
the colored citizens have a good literary 
club, and have inaugurated a serics of 
public lectures. Harper & Bros. are now 
advertising a new book by George W. 
Williams, and he will soon put his drama, 
‘Panda,’ on the stage. There are over 200 
journals and periodicals in the United 
States owned and edited by colored men. 
T. T. Fortune, of New York, is a gvod 
colored journalist. Dr. Radanes, of New 
Orleans, made a fortune at medicine. 
Dr. R. A. Boyd, of Mobile, a graduate of 
Harvard, lately got a fee of $1,000 in 
gold and a horse and buggy for 
a dangerous operation. Colored law- 
yers are many, and colored © ‘ists 
do well. We have noted j.vachers 
too. Rev. Father Augustus Tolion is a 
Catholic priest, who was educated at 
Rome, and who now confesses Christians 
of both races in a beautiful church at 
Quincy, Ills. The Rev. Jasper, of Rich- 
mond, is widely noted as the author of 
the theory that ‘The sun do move!’ and 
Mme. Paul Trevigne, of New Orleans, 
took the first premium at the Paris ex- 
position for wax works. Mlle. Selika was 
educated in singing in Europe, under 
Adelina Patti, and she often appeared in 
public with her. Mrs. Nellie Brown- 
Mitchell is famous for her sweet voice, 
and the Catholic choir in St. Augustine’s 
church, in Washington, is widely known. 

“JT have not mentioned colored men of 
national reputation in this talk, you will 
see, and have endeavored to take only 
the well doing colored men whose work 
has been but little known to the country. 
Every one knows of Douglass, Bruce, 
Langston and others, but the colored race 
is advancing in the rank and file as well 
as its leaders, and at our coming exposi- 
tion we will show a progress which the 
white people do not dream of.”'

Where It Is Located and Why It Received

No-Man’s-Land is the strip lying be- 
tween Colorado and Kansas on the 
north, and Texas on the south. It was 
ceded by Texas to the United States, 
and has been classed geographically 
with Indian Territory for convenience.

PEACOCK FEATHERS. 
| They Have Gone Out of Fashion Owing to 
an Old Superstition. 

In olden times the plumage of the pea- 
eock was considered among the brightest 
ef nature’s beauties, says the New York 
Sun. The proud bird itself was prepared 
with all its feathers on for the grand 
banquets of Kings and high nobles, where 
it held the most prominent place. Until 
within a few years only asmal!l number 
of even the wealthiest persons, especially 
in America, felt that they eould afford to 
includes peacocks among their pets. The 
feathers were costly, and every 
woman prided herself upon the pose 
session ofa few in her bonnet. If she 
were fortunate enough to have a fan 
made of these feathers she felt proud, in- 
deed. Gradually, as the hunters secured 
larger quantities, wealthy people began 
to use them for decorative :purpose3. 
Elegant screens, some with the feathers 
spread thinly on a eloth surface, and 
others, which were more costly, with the 
feathers closely sewed together; fans 
with silver handles, sofa cushions and 
chair seats were made of the brilliant 
plumage. The feathers were even used 
in the decoration of walls, and for frieses 
and dadoes, 

But suddenly, and apparently without 
cause, the demand ceased. The feathers 
that had previously been the joy ef the 
owner, were looked upon with distaste 
and pronounced out of fashion. They 
were ruthlessly torn from the hats they 
bad adorned, from walls and screens, and 
thrown into the rubbish heaps. 

Whence came this sudden and urnex- 
plained dislike? The reporter was told 
that an ancient superstition to the effect 
that peacocks and peacocks’ feathers 
were sure to bring bad luck to their owners 
bad been revived and had brought about 
the downfall of the fashion. He made 
inquiries at the stores where peacock 
feathers were formally supplied, and 
found that the domand for them had 
ceased entirely. At Tiffany’s it was said 
thet they had not sold a fan or screen of 
peacock feathers for several years. Cus- 
tomers never ask for them. The reporter 
was informed at other houses that feathers 
that formerly sold at high prices can now 
be obtained for twenty-five, fifty and 
seventy-five cents a bunch. A number of 
importers said that they were used very 
little. 

Daniel Hodnot, a resident of Long 
Branch, and a brother-in-law of the late 
Daniel Liddy, brought his wife a screen 
made of peacock feathers from Europe 
last summer. He told her of the 
prevailing superstition jestingly, and she 
was not disturbed by it. Since then Mr. 
Hodnot’s house has several times nar 
rowly escaped destruction by fire; a vale 
uable dog belonging to him has died with- 
out apparent cause; burglars have entered 
tbe place and stolen valuables; and both 
Mr. Liddy and Mr. Hodnot have died.
